Miss Neal first described the library school 
course which she and Miss Harvey, of Wel- 
lington, had taken at Pittsburg, and the visits 
she had paid. Among the aspects of children’s 
work which she described were the special 

rent-teacher rooms” at several of the cen- 
tral libraries, where those requiring to find out 
about children’s books could have the available 
literature explained to them; the special inter- 
mediate collections for those who, between 14 
and 18 years of age, were leaving the children’s 
department for the adult library and were in 
danger of being bewildered by the sudden 
change; the classroom collections supplied to 
the primary schools by the public libraries; and 
the instruction of school children in the use of 
libraries. Miss Neal answered many questions 
in the subsequent discussion. 

A letter was received asking the Branch to 
consider the possibility of arranging for libra- 
ries to adopt a uniform reduced subscription 
for junior readers from 16 to 21 years old. 

The next meeting will be held on 16th Sep- 
tember at the Linwood Public Library, when 
the chief speaker will be Mr. F. A. Sandall, 
B.A., who has just completed a year’s course 
at the School of Librarianship, University of 
London.

A meeting of the Branch was held on Tues- 
day, 31st August, in the Alexander Turnbull 
Library, It was announced that a welcome 
back to Miss K. E. Harvey, of the staff of the 
Wellington Public Libraries, who is returning 
from an intensive course of study in the United 
States of America, would be held on Wednes- 
day, 29th September, at 8 p.m., in the Social 
Hall of the New Zealand Educational Institute, 
Fourth Floor, “Evening Post” building. All 
Wellington members of the Association and 
others interested are invited. A charge of 1/6 
per head is being made to defray the cost of 
supper. This welcome is being arranged jointly 
by the staff of the Wellington Public Libraries 
and by the Branch, and will take the place of 
the regular Branch meeting. 

After this announcement had been made, the 
Chairman introduced Mr. H. H. Tombs, who 
spoke on Colour Printing. Mr. Tombs illus- 
trated his lecture by reference to numerous cop- 
per plates, prints and wash drawings, 
the various stages through which illustrations 
pass, and going into full details of off-set print- 
ing, lithograph, planograph, half-tone, — 
and various other processes at present used.

CHRISTCHURCH: Canterbury Public 
Library. 

Mr. Bell’s most recent issue of the “Canterbury 
Public Library Journal” refers to the provision of 
£1,000 for his Library by the Christchurch City Coun- 
cil, on the 1937-8 estimates, and to the increased 
grants to suburban libraries: these grants totalling 
more than £2,000 in all. Christchurch has been back- 
ward in library development for some time, but the 
continued interest of the City Council shows that the 
librarians and the public in Christchurch are not 
lacking in their efforts to have matters put on a 
proper basi 


Arising out of the report of the Inter-Library Loan 
proposals, the Canterbury Public Library has decided 
to co-operate with the main libraries in the lending 
of rare and expensive works required urgently by 
students, the librarian having the right to refuse any 
loan or to make special conditions governing the 
period of loan. It was decided, however, to take no 
action with regard to the question of the inter-avail- 
ability of their library tickets. 


Canterbury University College. 

The “Library Record” issued by the Librarian, Can- 
terbury University College, reports good progress. An 
up-to-date plan of the library, which shows the loca- 
tion of the books by subjects, has been placed near 
the circulation desk; an alphabetical key to the names 
of University courses is also supplied. 


DUNEDIN: Otago University. 


Mr. Harris reports a considerable number of acces- 
sions, and a figure of 1,325 issues, the highest ever 
recorded for a single month. This figure does not 
include books borrowed from eight departmental libra- 
ries, nor books read in the library. 


FAIRLIE: Fairlie Public Library. 


The Annual Report of the Fairlie Public Library 
shows an issue of 14,200. The stock now amounts to 
8,060. Mrs. M. L. West, the Librarian, is to be con- 
gratulated on a successful year’s work. 


SPREYDON: Spreydon Public Library. 


The Annual Meeting of the Spreydon Public Lib- 
rary was held on Thursday, 22nd July. Accessions 
total 437, making a total stock of 4,728 books. The 
demand for general works has been excellent through- 
out the year. Issues have increased by 1,896, and the 
Library is now open a further night to cope with the 
increased demand. 


WELLINGTON: Wellington Public Library. 


The combined rental and subscription plan is now 
well under way, and is working without difficulty. A 
large number of new subscribers has already been 
attracted by the 1/- admission fee, and twopenny 
issues each day are very satisfactory. 

A new room is being built for Miss Harvey, who 
has just returned from the United States, and is to 
take control of junior work. This is in the Magazine 
Room, upstairs, and close to the administrative offices. 

Miss Harvey left Wellington in June last year and 
attended the Carnegie Library School at Pittsburg, 
which is under the direction of Mr. Ralph Munn, who 
visited New Zealand under the auspices of the Car- 
negie Corporation about four years ago. At the 
Library School, where there are only thirty students, 
she specialised in children’s library work, and had as 
a fellow-student Miss Neal, of the Christchurch 
Library, but all the other students were Americans, 
except one English girl. 

During the vacations Miss Harvey visited many 
public and children’s libraries in the States, including 
Baltimore, Washington, D.C., Cleveland, New York, 
the State University Library at Michigan, and To- 
ronto, Canada. 

The Wellington children’s library systems, said Miss 
Harvey, were already well dian: the lines of the

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INSTRUCTIONAL COLUMN. 
BOOKBINDING AND LIBRARY BOOK REPAIRING. 
By E. B. Ellerm, Librarian, Leys Institute, Auckland. 


Amplifying the remarks that consideration 
should always be given to the question of 
whether a book will be worth the work required 
to repair it, the following summary may be 
taken as a guide when dealing with repairs:— 


1. Books that cannot be repaired (a) books the tem- 
porary repairing of which would do more harm 
than good; (6) those not worth repairing. 

2. Minor repairs (a) loose pages and plates; (6) cut 
and torn leaves; (c) torn covers. 

3. Stains and blemishes. 

4. Major repairs (a) recasing; (6) resewing and re- 
casing; (c) rebinding; (d) renovation of old books. 


If the work is divided out along the lines of 
the above summary, it may be possible to set 
aside certain periods for the completion of each 
section of work. 


Covers torn or dirty are best dealt with by 
entirely recovering with book cloth and putting 
in fresh end papers. The new cover will 
strengthen the book and give it a new lease of 
life. 

Some further remedies for the removal of 
stains are given; those most commonly being 
the cause of detracting from the appearance of 
books being given. 

Grease and fat. (a) Place a piece of blotting 
paper on each side of the affected leaf and rub with 
a warm flat iron. The grease being melted by the 
heat of the iron will be absorbed by the blotting 
paper. (6b) Cover the stains with benzine and 
employ the blotting paper in the manner before 
mentioned. The warning is perhaps unnecessary 
that benzine should never be used near an open 
flame. 

, by a strong solution of 
oxalic, citric or acetic acid, followed by a weak 
solution of hydrogen peroxide. 

Mildew may be prevented by the application of 
cedar oil and also brushing the books over with 
spirits of wine. Where mildew makes its presence 
known, attention should be paid to dryness. 

Tea stains will generally wash out by an applica- 
tion of soap brushed on with a soft brush. 
Cutting of leaves should always be per- 

formed with a bone paper knife, one about 
eight inches in length being the most service- 
able, as a clean sweeping cut the full length of 
the page can usually be accomplished with one 
of that length. A steel knife should never be 
used. 


Libraries that issue magazines often require 
to know the best method of rendering them 
serviceable to stand up to the hard wear that 
this class of literature usually receives. Where 
the services of a bookbinder are not available, 
or the cost of having them properly strength- 
ened by a tradesman, is beyond the means of 
the library, the following method will be found 
very effective:— 

Between the front cover and the first page, 
which is usually advertising matter, paste in a 
sheet of mull the full size of the magazine. This 
will then give a strengthened cover consisting 
of cover proper, mull, first page, pasted together 
as one sheet, the back being similar. Place in 
a press for a few minutes, between sheets of 
cloth, an old copying press being most suitable. 
Place on one side to dry for a while and pro- 
ceed with the next one. Taking them as soon 
as reasonably dry, drill five holes along the 
back as close to the edge as possible, approxi- 
mately half an inch away. Sew through, 
lengthwise, with bookbinders’ sewing thread, 
and finally cover with a pasted strip of binding 
cloth, about two inches wide. Magazines 
bound this way will be found to have a life 
of at least twelve months even when regularly 
circulated. Where there is advertising matter 
that cannot be pasted over, on the first or last 
pages, bind in the same manner, but use a 
sheet of “cover paper” to replace the first page 
or last, as the case may be, and proceed to sew 
as before. 

For the benefit of libraries that desire to 
make their own paste, the following recipe is 
given:— 

Take a quarter of a pound of flour and a 
quarter of an ounce of alum. Mix these ingre- 
dients together and add a pint of cold water, 
stirring with a wooden spoon until all lumps 
have disappeared. Heat gently in an enamelled 
saucepan, and stir until boiling point is reached, 
and then let simmer for about a quarter of an 
hour, stirring gently to prevent burning. It 
should then be allowed to cool and beaten up 
well. The result will be a thick paste which 
may be thinned by adding a little water. To 
prevent decomposition, add a few drops of oil 
of cloves or a small quantity of salicylic acid. 
Paste that becomes sour should riever be used.
